Revision Based on 1967 Expenditures 


Commencing with the May 1973 index, Canadian consumer price indexes incorporate the 
latest in a series of periodic updatings which characterise their development since 
the early 1900s. A feature of the latest revision is the inclusion of updated 
weights to reflect 1967 family expenditure patterns (and within the food component, 
1969 spending habits), replacing the 1957 weights used previously. The time 
reference base, 1961 = 100, remains unchanged. 


To maintain a continuous, long-term series, the revised index is linked to the 
previously published index for April 1973. Thus the published index up to and 
including April 1973 remains the official measure of consumer prices to that 
month, and subsequent price movements are measured by the revised index. 


Full details of the latest weighting pattern and other background information on 
the revised Consumer Price Index, including a comparison of the movements of 
both the old and the revised series since 1967, are contained in an occasional 


paper entitled The Consumer Price Index for Canada_ (1961 = 100) (Revision Based 
on _ 1967 Expenditures), Catalogue 62-539, Price $0.75, available from the Publications 
Distribution Unit, Statistics Canada, Ottawa.

of investment that has been used up (gross stocks) or adjusting them for the 
gradual wear and tear and the obsolescence they undergo during the time they are 
used (net stocks). A comprehensive description of the perpetual inventory 


method is given in Catalogue No, 13-522 "Fixed Capital Flows and Stocks - 
Manufacturing - Canada 1926-1960, Methodology”.
